I bc recent failure of 1he New York to enact a 

hate-crimes, bill is a sobering example dF liomophobia at 
the highest levels of government, Although the bBI bad 
widespread support from a Substantial cross section of the popu¬ 
lation, although opinion polls consistently showed that the public 
supported it, although most newspapers and commcnlatocs edi¬ 
torialized in favor of it, and although the governor strongly 
endorsed ic r the haie-cmleS bill failed for a Single reason—the 
bifl mandated increased penalties not only for bate crimes based 
on race and ethnicity. but also for ban; crimes based on sexual 
orientation. The predominantly straight, whicu, male legislature 
had no problem endorsing the concept of enhanced .social and 
fcgaJ eundern r^uJoti of crimes based on racial or edinic hatred 
But they could not stomach the idea of officially voicing the 
state's disapproval for the crime of gay-hashing. Since the 
Democratic sporttors rightly refused to remove gay-bashing from 
the bill, and since the homophobes In the EepuNlcan^tomina^ 
Senate refused to pass the hill if the scnjal-oricrlalbn dause 
remained* the entire pieoc of legislation was defeated. The only 
logical conclusion to draw from dlls scries of events is that gay- 
bashing continues to Carry the New York State seal of approval. 

It's useful for lesbians and gays to lake note of who was 
responsible for this nasty piece of work. ’While the Democrat draft¬ 
ed tlie bill and u tided on the mdu^oo of Sexual oncraatksrc m. its 
protections* the Republican party oq^nized and lobbied heavily 
a^urvi tlbe sexual rtXicmtaTion ctLuSC of die bill In SO doing, they 
treated the public to a rare example of raw 1 Republican ethics. 

FCr more than four decade^ the ftepublican party has stood 
for greed, for sdifehness, for maitarism, for die suppression of free¬ 
dom and for hatred of minorities. Yet under leaders like 
FJeenhower* Reagan and Bush, the parry lias managed to mask to 
true motives under the (Mfina cf concepts like fiscal responsibility, 
national security and tax reform. After all, to say that wc want 
lower taxes is much more popular than to say that we don’t give a 
damn about poor people; Co say that billions of dollars wasted On 
military gadgets are necessary for defense sounds more competing 
than to say dwt we coukint care less about national lieaMi insurance. 

Somehow the American people continue to buy this cyni¬ 
cal, greedy disgrace disguised as a party. And incredibly, there 
are a few deluded, self-hating closet eases who call themselves 
gay Republicans and who buy this philosophy as well, 

It's always instructive when fiascos like the hate-crimes bill 
put things in perspective, The Republican effort to defeat a hill 
CMin«T |4 pendliQ for gjy^bathinfl is an unusually drar examr 
pic of where queers rank on the agenda of the GOP. Remember 
that the next time you find yourself in a voting booth. T*

Bias Bill Goes Down 
in Albany 

Lobbyists vow to defeat Senate Republicans in 
the November ballot

ALBANY—Three years of lobbying, 
politicking and coalition buik^ing came 
TO i dramatic and, for gay lobbyists, 
disappointing dose las week when the 
^atewkk bias hsrUi was defeated on the 
floor of ihe SWW Senate The failure of 
ibe tegislatian, whkh kas by only four 
votes, has Ich Supporter* angry and 
vowing to ettd Republican conUot of the 
Senate this election year. 

’'The only way any pEete of 
legislation that deals wilh the lesbian 
2nd gay Community will gel through 
rhe Senate is for os to change the fare 
of the Senate and for die Democrat* in 
take control," declared tabby Pm, co- 
ehair oF the New York State Lesbian 
and Gay Lobby. According to Fo^ the 
fight over Governor Mario Cuomo's 
Bias-HcUicd Violence and Intimidation 
Act began three years ago with the 
bill's introduction Following (he racist 
gang auack in Howard. Beach. 

Others reacted more angrily, 
“Instead o.f allowing senators to vote 
their curare nee, Senator TRaJphl Marino 
showed no conscience at alt when it 
tarnc to crimes of blgDtiy and haired," 
said Matt Foreman, director of New 
York City's Gay and Lesbian Anti- 
Violence Project, referring lo the senator 
from Long bland who ttmtirtues CO be 
ibe bi\V$ chief opponent 

While the IVmocra(*contrGlled 
Assembly has passed the bill 
twice—once in I9S& and again this 
year—the Senate has kept the bill 
stalled in the Codes Committee for 
three years. Though Republicans deny 
h, observers haw aTtributed the bill's 
failure to move out of committee to 
Republican objeeriona Co the Indittlon 
Of sexual oriental ion in the bill. 


The June 29 vote was The fra ever 
by the Ml Seimw on the ami-bias bill. 

"What happened this year, more 
ihan any other year before, is the 
coalition we had been working to 
form for three years really gelled." 
explained Post. That ecuJkkn, the Bias 
Bill Task Force, has appruximately 60 
organizational and individual 
members, who represent the dh mfty 
of New York's population. Post oetliLs

The bill was aba vocaJEy supported 
by a number of local city officials, 
including Manhattan Borough Presid™

The blaS’bill vote came when 
Senate Republicans brought an 
alternative piece of bias legislation, 

which suppotfim of Ctietno’s bill view 

as an unacceptable compromise, to 
the floor, According to Pauline Toole, 
a spokesperson for Senate Minority 
Leader Man Fred Ohrenslcin, I he 
Senator from Manhattan, moved to 
replace the provisions of the 
Republican bias tHH wilh the text of 
Cuomo's bias bill. The 29-to-25 vote 
On that morion split along party lines, 
and Ohremteifl'S motion Med. 

"The 1 Republican! bill had no 
teeth whatsoever in terms of hsa.s 
crime," explained Post. While Cuomo's 
bill creates a separate category oF 
crime for bias-related offenses anti 
makes it a criminal offerut to threaten 
or cnmmii violence against a person 
00 the basis of his or her race, creed, 
Cofor P national origin, sex, disability, 
age or sexual Orientation, the 


Republican-supported bia* bill has no 

similar provisions. 

Cuomo's bias bill also allows 
sentences for bias crimes to run 
consecu dvdy with any other sentence, 
while the Republican bill merely 
directs a Judge to determine Lf bias 
was a motivating factor In an assault 
in a pre-reruenring investigation, and 
directs the judge TO consider that 
finding in imposing a sentence. 

Curiously, while The Republican 
bias bill mentions bias only in its 
preamble, the bill would have 
mandated the collection and 
dissemination of statistics concerning 
bias crime even though the text of the 
bill does not recognize that such a 
category mas. 

Three Republican senators. Guy 
Vellela from I he Bronx and 
We*tchestcr H Maty Goodhue of 
Westchester and Putnam, and James

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Anti-Lesbian Murders in 
Philly Coincide With 
Bias-Bill Defeat

PHIL ADELfHI A—An African- 
Arrtrekari preHoperative WrtSSesual arid 
an AJirkan-Amerksri lesbian arid her son 
were murdered in separate incidents of 
anti-lesbian violence here last week. 

Two of the murders were 
discovered on ihe Same day that Ehe 
Pennsylvania legislature refected a 
hate-crimes bill »hat would Increase ihe 
penalties for hate-motivated crime, 
including those directed against gay 
people. That bill, introduced for the 
first time ttiLs year and backed by a 
number of Pennsylvania gay groups, 
was defeated 1 Ifl-SO in the House. 

In one of the most gruesome hate 
crimes in Philadelphia history, 56-year- 
old Berrha Oliver was murdered, 
allegedly by her former boyfriend, 
George Slater. who P police said, 
.stashed Oder's throat wlih a stoc-tncb 
kitchen knife. Oliver hied to death. 

Slater also allegedly hammered in 
the skulls of Oliver’s two children,, 19- 
year-old Naiioa Oliver and 18-year-oJd 
Ephraim Glira. The boy diett the gjri a 
In critical condition it Northeastern 
E iospial in the Kensington neighborhood 
where he murders occurred. Police said 
that the murders wore witnessed by 
Katina 1 * 3-year-okl son, who was noc 
injured in the alleged attack. 

Slater then allegedly tried to 
commit suicide by drinking paint 
(hinner and left a note AI the scene of 
the murders Which read in part: "On 
Shis day, 1, George Slater, have decided 
(0 cake rny leave of this world... .They 
say, hope keeps one going. But what 
else is left when all hope is gone?" 

the killing, which oetunred June 
25, were not discovered until Slater 
went to his Job and reportedly told a 
co-worker that he had 'killed my 
family/ He was then taken to the local 
police slation where he allegedly 
confessed to the crime*. 

Police said that Slater told Item 


that he had committed Ehe murders 
put of despair over- Oliver's affair with 
a woman. Although she had told 
Slatct she wanted to end their nine- 
year relationship, she had never 
mentioned the other woman. Staler 
discovered the relationship by reading 
an allusion io it in a letter in Oliver's 
possession, police Said, 

Police have withheld the name of 
the lover, hut It Is known that she and 
Oliver worked together ai a nearby 
retail store. The woman, who was not 
at home ai the time of ihc murders, 
was taken. "shaken and screaming* 
from the home of a neighbor by police 
when the bodies were removed, 
according to local news accounts. 

Slater, who was on parole, was 
involved In a similar dime in 1 WO 1 .

Law Upheld 

BOSTON— Massachusetts 
lesbian and gay activists learned late 
last week lhal they will not have to 
fight a referendum that sought to 
repeal the new statewide lesbian and 
gay anti-discrimination statute. The 
slate is only the second an the union 
to enact a statewide gay and lesbian 
civil-rights law, 

Ihe referendum was kept off the 
ballot by the date’s highest court, which 
ruled that a ballot referendum would 
violate (lw lute's constitution. According 
to state law, any measure relaxing to 
religious practices or tnswilliOrtS cmnot 
be placed on Ihc ballot, and a provision 
of die giy-rights law specifically deals 
with the exemption of religious 
instituEkiftt and organizations. 


former girlfriend. Slater attempted 
suicide after that murder by grazing 
himself wilh a bullet. Slater pled guilty 
in the death of the woman* whose name 
was not Immediately available, and was 
sentenced co three and one-half years to 
ten years bn prison. He served three and 
one-half years of the wicence. 

After treatment for the suicide 
attempt, Slater was charged with two 
counts of murder, aggravated and 
simple assault, two counts of 
possession of an instalment of Cfbne 
and reckless endangenftent. 

At press lime, the district 
attorney's office had no further 
information concerning the date of 
Slater'* trial.

Science 
slammed 
for shutting 
out women 

WASHINGTON—On June 18. ihc bead 
of a House subcommittee chastUed 
feprewmative* from the National Insti¬ 


tutes of Health for excluding women 
from a wide variety of medical rojearth 
protocol Li, including AIDS investigations, 
"This is not a question of legal 
access or affirmative action; it is a ques¬ 
tion Of health, and wdl-bdong,* staled 
Democratic Rep. Henry TTftiman of Cal¬ 
ifornia., chair of the House Committee 
on HSneqgy and Commerce's Subcommit¬ 
tee on Health and the Environment 
During che hearings,, which were 
called as part of the N3H ^authoriza¬ 
tion process, TCutman cited a recent 
report from the General Accounting 
Office which concluded that the NtH 
ha* done little to implement a four^ 
year-old polity to include women in 
medical research protocols. 

The report concluded that tiie N1H 
routinely studies only men and then 
must struggle to determine If the 
result* also apply to women. 

Waxnun used the example of a 
recent Study that determined that 
SWpirirt ingested daily helped prevent 
heart attacks In men as emblematic of 
the problem, How the ding would 
affect women, who have different bia- 
logical systems, could not be ascer¬ 
tained by study 3 Gasman noted, 
because women were not studied.

House 
follows 
Senate in 
passage of 
AIDS funds 

^A&HlNGTON—The U S, House of 
Representative* On June 15 approved, 
by an overwhelming 408-14 margin,, a 
bill channeling 5>J73 million to areas 
hard hit by AIDS. The bill, the AIDS 
Prevention Act of 1990. would fond a 
series of AIDS prevention activities *5 
well a* authorize gram* for support 
Service* and emergency financial assis¬ 
tance for people with AIDS. A silghdy 
different vetsfon passed by the Senate 
In May Will be merged with the House 
bill in a oortference corrsmiitee. 

The White House has not yel 
taken a position on the legation but 
ha* expressed concern about the bill's 
disease-specific approach To the 
health-care crisis. 

‘Some people speak a* if ihe 
whole epidemic were over, as if the 
problem, was only in the 1980s." stated 
Democratic Rep. Henry TCaxman of 
California, the bill's chief sponsor 
- A1DS l* not over, ^'e have In fact only 
seen the beginning. Having missed an 
opportunity to provide an ounce of 
prevention, we must now prepare to 
pay for pounds and pound* of Cure/ 

Much of che debate on the bill 
centered around an amendment intro¬ 
duced by Republican Rep. William 
Dannemcyer of California, a prominent 
proponent of ami-gay policies. This 
amendment would have Ordered all 
stales benefiting from the bill CO record 
the name* and addjcsscs of Individual* 
Testing positive for HTV, and Co contact 
The sexual and needle-sharing paftnera 
of those Infected. 

After protracted and often ran- 
enrolls debate, a substitute amendment 
gutting the Daruiemeyrr proposal was 
offered by Democratic Rep. Roy Row¬ 
land of Georgia, one of two physicians 
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in Congress, and was accepted by a 
250-ld7 vtrtc. The Rowland substitute 
denendmem, rather than impose 
mandatory testing, would leave the 
nuTicj for the states 10 decide. 

Dannemeyer argued that a tuftdFgl 
of medical societies have cq me to sup¬ 
port his namrs-repurting measure as a 
theoretical means of reaching chose 
infected individuals for counseling and 
treatment, as Is done wiLh tumble se*u» 
ally cmnsmirwd diseases.

"This hits nothing to do with pow¬ 
erful lobbyists." countered Democratic 
Rep.

We need to show companion and help 
people with AIDS, not throw ohstades 
in their path.’ 

Early in the dchste, on a voice 
vote following virtually no discussion, 
the House brushed aside an amend¬ 
ment from Democratic Republican Rep.

AIDS activists expressed tenta¬

came Cm the heels of the recent 
parage of an amendment to a 
disability-rights bill, sponsored by 
PNJmocratlc Rep, Jim Chapman of 
Texas, which allowed restaurants 
to realign employees with AIDS 
to non-food handling fobs, and 
AIDS activists and lobbying had 
worried about a backslide under- 
mining House opposition to 
Dannemeyeris AIDS proposal. 

Gregory King, communica¬

The first significant court ruling rec- 
og;rising this use of Section 510 In¬ 
volved ihc Marriott Hotel chain, which 
discharged the manager of the Kansas 
City hotel shortly alter learning; dur he 
had a serious degenerative disease 
which would likely generate significant 
medical bills.

Unlike 
the diagnostic test currently used to 
identify PneumOCystit cariniL pneumo¬ 
nia, at FCP P as the ofien-lethal oppor¬ 
tunistic Infection Is commonly known, 
the new method is easy to perform and 
Is approximately OtlC-tcnth she cost of 
the traditional diagnostic procedure. 

"Nof only is the very sensitive 
hut Efs speCiFtc, 1 " explained Anthony 
Blau, director of The Downtown Ful- 
momry Center, which has made the new 
prKUmonka-drtectipg technique available 
recently. 'Having a test available like 
this, |a primary-care physldanl may be

The procedure known as sputum

Sputum analysis requires 
only lhat the patient inhale a nebulised 
saline solution Chat induces the cough• 
Ing by whieh the sputum specimen is 
obtained.

Kowalski, 
Thompson 
receive 
NOW award 

SAN FRANCISCO—In their first 
national public .appearance together, 
Sharon Kowalski and Karen Thomp¬ 
son continued to make lesbian and 
gay history when they were presented 
July 1 wilh The National Organization 
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For Womens "IPoEtien of Courage* 
Award for 1990 at NOW'S annual con¬ 
vention here last month. 

In a hall packed with more than 
2 h 000 people, NOW President Molly 
Yard praised Tl^mpSOrt and Kowalski's 
courage and strength over the ptst #v- 
eral years of sniggle in securing better 
care for Thompson and for fighting IO 
remain together under a legal system 
which dose not yet acknowledge gay 
and Lesbian relationships. 

'You are such an example to any 
woman—any person—in America who 
has a problem," Yard said, praising die 
pah because they 'would not give in." 

Thompson and Kowalski's Story, 
which became a national tea case for 
the -nghts of gay and lesbian Life-part¬ 
ners, began in I9S4, when Sharon 
KowatsM h then 27, was seriously 
injured in an auto accident involving a 
drunk driver. Although Kowalski and 
Thompson had been lovers for four 
years and shared a home together near 
Sc. Good, Mina, Kowalski's family had 
not known The true nature of their 
daughter's felstiomblp with Thompson. 

The Kowalski family initially 
worked with Thompson in Their daugh¬ 
ters best interests after her lesbianism 
was revealed to them by Thompson. 
Rut in 19SS, 5h*ron p s father fought for 
sole guardianship over his daughter in 
court and won—because ho was 
deemed by legal authority to be "fami¬ 
ly/ and Thompson was not- 

WLthin 24 hours, Mr. Kowalski 
tried to deny Thompson visitation 
rights, and she was subsequently 
barred for more than three years from 
visiting her lover. Thompson has since 
spent more than % I7S.000 fighting for 
the right *0 ^ie for her lover, 

Al the award Ceremony, Thomp¬ 
son Stood onstage with Kowalski 
beskte her in a motorized wheelchair, 
As Thompson spoke, she let her arm 
rest on die hack of ilie partner’s chair* 
and Kowalski frequently gazed up and 
smiled at Thompson. 

In her brief but nwvipg acceptance 
Speech, Thompson thanked NOW for 
U* support and said ttiat she hopes July 
27 will be her last court appearance in 
her fight to secure guardianship of 
Kowalski. She said that they have 
turned the ease around, and Sharon's 
rights will be protected. It'S not over, 
but we're very dose."

From This sample-minded notion evolved the curious idea that 
one can *cure‘ a nun of homosexual icy—mate him heterosex¬ 
ual—by injecting him with androgen, or N malc" hormones, and 
restoring the proper andragenyesCrogen balance. The many 
attempts to use testosterone IO "CUfe F homosexuality also failed. 
WIj^t actually happened i» ihat the testosterone increased the 
Libido of (he patients, instead of “curing" homosexuality, the 
experiment produced some vety homy gay men! Today, no sex 
researcher in the United States advocates the use of hormones 
after puberty Io change sexual orientation. 


I day for gay men and lesbians, OfW that we bad worked 
toward for many years. I know, because [ made the presen¬ 
tation to the psychiatric committee which helped lead to the 
removal. Little did we know, however, |hat p at the same time, a 
different ^oup of medical specialists was working on a new "all- 
rwss" theory of huRKMCxusdifly. 

This new threat to gay people is die work of researchers in 
the United States and hast Germany, irking from a biomedical 
model, they have developed ^ Whale range of theories and treat¬ 
ments to prevent the development of homosexuality «n children 
artd to "cure F It in adults- All of them attempt to identify the 
physical cause of Iroinose xual ity and then to eliminate it.

Aside from (he many knotty issues (ethicaJ, moraS fc polltJcal, 
sexual) raised by such research, there are quite a Few sciexrttflc 
problems with the endocrine studies. The facile analogy 
between rat studies and hunian behavior is obviously the First 
conceptual problem, -toounting behavior in the me is assumed to 
be analogous to human sexual behavior. Th«3 obviously follows 
from the assumption thai a ral's ^mating center’ has a counter¬ 
part in the human brain, Bui we might, more productively, ask 
the question: Can a rat be a homosexual? The queslion sounds 
absurd because while an adult rat performs sexual behavior, one 
would be birth pressed lo claim that a rat has a ficxual identity, 
a gender identity or romantic atfiachmenls. ll would be Jnipossi- 
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bk to show lhaE a rat's 
sexual behavior is 
influenced by moral 
and social standards, 
factors that know a 
profound role in 
human development. 
Homosexual Lty forces 
us to look at behavior 
that is also social, even 
if there is a biological 
or genetic pi exposi¬ 
tion. The social contest 
of behavior is ignored 
by those who hold that 
biology Is dcstLny, 

The second con¬ 
ceptual problem is 
Doemefs definition of 
dtwonMtoy What cri- 
teria do he and his col¬ 
leagues use to discrimi¬ 
nate between normal 
and abnormal endo¬ 
crinological events, and 
according to what stan¬ 
dards is behavior in the 
human adult to be clas¬ 
sified as healthy or paibo- 
logieal? None of Doem- 
er's research touches 
on these questions. 

Let us assume that 
the prenatal hormonal 
differences he de¬ 
scribe* do exist. Since 
they do not lead lo 
anatomical abnormali¬ 
ties, his basis For 
describing the results 
as abnormalities can 
only be that he, tike the 
society in which he 
lives, disapproves of 
homosexuality. With¬ 
out this- cultural con¬ 
demnation, the devel¬ 
opment of "male and 
female centers” nf the 
brain becomes nothing 
more than variations in 
normal development of 
brain differentialion. 

Dormer assumes a 
Qflc-co-cme correlation 
between sexual orLen- 
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iat>on and gender behav¬ 
ior. From his pOattt of 
view, homosexuality in 
men is comparable to 
feminine behavior, and in 
lesbians to masculine 
behavior. It is the scientific 
equivalent of the social 
opinion that gay men aie 
"really- women and Les¬ 
bian* are “really' men. 

But su ppoec, for argu¬ 
ment 1 * sake* that Doem- 
er's result were accurate* 
We would then be able lo 
say, for instance, that a 
certain hormonal event 
led lo "feminine" behavior 
in an add [ male- So what? 
It 1* a noteworthy event 
only if the adult behavior 
ha* been prejudged as 
undesirable from a soda! 
perspective. Doerner and 
his followers are merely 
relating the oldest unex- 
amined belief in the 
world—that men should 
act like men and women 
should act like women. 

Research on the pre¬ 
natal influences on later 
sexual orientation is also 
being conducted in the 
United Scares.

More sophisticated than 
Doerner, Meyfr-bald burg 
doe* not believe Hut gen¬ 
der Identity is determined 
by prenatal hormoneS- 
instead he think* chat a 
comprehensive theory 
lhaE combines both 
endocrine and social fao 
tors will explain ihe origin 
of sexual orlcnttlHon. 

Some analysts claim 
that Meyer-Bahlburg is 
more liberal- than Doetm 
e*« but is he? He daims t«

(removal of the clitoris). 
Steinach Cried to eradi¬ 
cate homosexuality 
through surgery in 

1917, and in the 1970s 
and I9$0* r surgeons 
performed brain 
surgery until prohibit¬ 
ed—not because (heir 
experiments were a 
failure, but for moral 
and ethical reasons. 

Psychologists and 
psyehJairLsts have, Sn 
recent years, attempted 
to "cure" homosexuals 
of their 'affliction" by 
various means Though 
it was proven com¬ 
pletely unsuccessful; 
aversion therapy (dec-

ended only because its 
use was no longer fash¬ 
ionable in the e^litari- 
an 1970s.

What Do White People lie 
Thinking by Stephen Patterson.

F ive tiny hwd*shois compose a 
photo of Stephen Patterson In 
elaborate rrtakeu-p and cos¬ 
tumes: for his one-man show, 
What Do White Feopte Be 
Thtnktn? Hut the largest portrait in 
the composite Is just Stephen, situ I Ini? 
invitingly, his head slightly turned as 
If he knows something we don't. 
When he cakes the spotlight (there 
being no res I si age at Club 
fttnambnfos}, this is the man we first 
meet—no guise, merely i man gear¬ 
ing up for another evening of role- 
playing comedy. When the sketches 
begin, just-Stephen disappears not 
behind the makeup in his press pho¬ 
tos but behind a facade of histrionic 
allusion, characters conjured OUI of 
manner and attitude. He is aided 
“onsfage" only by the clever Ellen 
Mamk'l, who sits off CO the one side 
and play's a synthesiser, sometimes 
setting the mood musically, sometimes 
silently letting Patterson's creations go 
it alone—a charming presence. 

Just-Stephen returns enlr’aCEC h a 
disarmingly personable young man 
who telLs a casual h comic and pathet¬ 
ic saga of being the wrong kind of 
actor in a merciless business. Tm a 
gay Eilack man who actually believes 
that he will make it Ln a business that 
isn't interested in either gays or 
Blacks,“ Patterson says in art inter¬ 
view later. Although much of W^lfe 
People Is scripted, Patterson's back- 
ground is improvisation, a form of I 
comedy outside of mainstream enter- |

Partenson rightly answer that be K s 
not "like' 1 anyone- His show is made 
up of seven characters—each some* 
what warped by the effort lo prevail 
against a society That would prefer to 
categorize and dismiss th em plus die 
Lniedudes with jdst-Stcphen, Our host 
is an easygoing guy who obsefves mi 
appreciates ihe ironies of thinly veiled 
prejudice, even when he's its victim. 
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The multicharacter structure of the 
show is reminiscent of the Broadway 
shows of Whoopie Goldberg and t-Jy 
Tomlin, but Patterson's approach t* 
less sweeping, Jess calculated and— 
particularly because he's also present 
as himself—more intimate. And quite 
often It's just as funny. 

The night I saw him perform, 
Patterson seemed to need the 
stretching required by hts first two 
Characters Ln order lo warm up for 
the rest of the show. The Rev. 
Oeophus T. Ramsey* a televangelist 
with a new and uproarious fund-rais¬ 
ing gimmick, and Nannoonga 
Oshooba* a Black man brought up 
by white?—he thought that his skin 
would fade as he got older—are the 
thinnest characters Patterson does. 
They're Laughable, even pitiable, but 
they're clearly objects of, rather than 
participants in, the laughteri they're 
not sympathetic. 

"I don't like Nannoonga/ 
Patterson says frankly. "I was going 
to cut him from the show, but my 
director [Hal Bernstein] and my stage 
manager (Chuck Loesche] and the 
pianist [Mandell said, "You can't, We 
won't do the show if you cut him,' 
Nannoonga is not unlike the kind of 
Black people that i have difficulty 
not Strangling- the Black people who 
have been raised with such privilege 
that they have no understanding 
whatsoever of what it is really like to 
be Black in This country, because 
enough cash will make you any 
color you want." 

The story of Nannoonga'? origin? 
is one tale that may have been fust a 
little too real for inclusion in the 
show, ^ went to a private high school 
I in Chicago!," Patterson e*pLains r 'I 
was smart enough to get in* but 1 
didn't have the cash ever to he wel¬ 
comed by the Other Black students. It 
was the weirdest thing—they formed 
a Black students' association, and they 
would talk about advancing [Ne face* 
and there tftfy/ood at my 

house. They didn't get It; they were so 
out of touch," Nannoonga* with llis 
exaggerated snobbishness, is despica¬ 
ble. and audiences have reacted 
accordingly. When Patterson per¬ 
formed this with the First Amendment, 
an improvisationa! troop* he recalls. 


"There were nights when he got 
hissed offstage—which I loved. I ate 
that up. because chac H s how J felt 
about hum: “Ooh, isn't he gross?* But 
he's walking around (in the worldly 
he's out there/ 

In fact, the moat 'out there" seg¬ 
ment of the show is Cflifcd “Bom to 
Free*" and it"s fueled by the cocti- 
busdble nervous energy of the chat- 
acicr Paisley Moose, a drug-related 
casualty of the '60?. He evokes the 
best comic image of the evening, in 
the form of a hilarious nightmare 
about Dan and Marilyn Quaylc. 
Paisley is followed by the centerpiece 
of the evening, the title segment, fea¬ 
turing a character named Buzz, who 
can't figure out why white people act 
the way they do around him, It's 
Patterson's most poignant piece, and 
it COmes closest to the overt social 
commentary of Goldberg or Tomlin. 
Yet Bu zz is clearly a person, not a 
symboi. That's the point, after all; it"s 
his individuality that white people 
cant seem to fathom. 

In vivid contrast to Buzz is the 
character who follows Mm, a woman, 
named KadAswh Schwanzbaum who 
has, for tack of any other tnsparatior in 
her life* turned Into a self-parody. 
Hadassah is a chancy creation, toying 
with a racist Jewish stereotype, but 
undercutting the potential for offense 
Ihfough a brink combination of exag¬ 
geration, pathos and even a hint of 
affociion. Her tirade can be very funny, 
yet Patterson's performance make* it 
clear that ifs all a front, and beyond 
lies a profoundly sad emptiness. 

“Even now* Hadassah and Buzz 
are always improvised," Patterson 
says. The initial .settings and the thrust 
of the segments don't change- hut the 
characters" actions and monologues 
do. 'Buzz tells different stories, differ¬ 
ent nights. Sometimes it's hased on a 
true story, about when I walked into 
Ilclmslcy Palace after a long day at 
work* my hair in braids that were all 
Mending straight up, and security sut- 
FQUrttiiW f me. Thai has become a Story 
that belongs to Buka." 

After Hadassah comes a quick 
visit with Wilbur, a fast-food worker 
and the only character PattCfSOfl Cre¬ 
ated specifically for this show, (The 
Others were developed during his 


six-plus years of professional 
improvisation.) The show's finale 
has the only obviously gay character 
of the evening* a drag queen who 
calls herself Pearl Harbor and hosts 
a public-access cable-TV cooking 
show called Dishing With PearL 
Pearl Is brassy, opinionated and a 
survivor—even as the cooking show 
self-destructs around her. Again 
Patterson flirts with stereotype, yet 
he Is clearly creating Pcari from the 
inside out. Drag Is a release for the 
bitterness she lives with when not 
protected by a wig and sequins. 
She's a riot—of wit, of Irreverence 
and of repressed desperation, 

As an improvisation, *F™I was 
the outlet for me to say anything I 
wanted," Patterson say*. Indeed, he 
has taken some flack for what Peart 
has to say about Barbara Bush and 
Coretta Scott King, among others. 
“Other gay people are not all in agree¬ 
ment about whether drag queens are 
OK. But Pearl was inspired by drag 
queens ihat L hung out with for a 
good little while when I was first com* 
ing out In Denver Iwhere I wenr to 
college]. They would say anything 
they wanted^ anything,, and they were 
so outrageous, and yet they were 
doing all ihq work. They'd say, 'You 
think that you can just sit back and 
it"]] be OK, but it [homophobia) will 
come after you. So weVt not going to 
wait. We're going to nan after it and 
grab rt by the ass and tweak it." These 
men made a tremendous impact on 
me. Pearl is my way of saying that I 
respect them and I appreciate them, 
because they changed me." 

Patterson is though Efu I when 
asked why Pearl Is the only apparent* 
ly gay character. ‘Paisley is gay. but 
nobody cared," he says, and so that 
hit of background was Cut from 
Paisley s appearance. 'But I still 
thought the show was gayer chan It 
turned out to be. Then I realized I 
haven't not gotTcn work because I'm 
gay—yet. That'll come later. I have not 
gotten work because I'm Black, and 
[Mu was what I wanted [p say. After 
all, I am the show, and I am gay—it'* 
nothing that I ever hide or ever will 
hide. For me, being Black and being 
gay are inseparable, and I esisf, I P m

I'm sure—when she mopped up the stage wilh her 
cheesy wedding gown.) 

IE now appears that all of the floor-writhing was simply 
Madonna's way of marking her icrriiory, leaving her Indelible 
seem wherever she journeyed, in order io claim the venues 
as her own "Sell, Madonna no longer needs to mark her ter¬ 
ritory. The world is hers, and nothing stands as a more 
assertive testament to ihal fad than the iJfofw/i4m£tfffor? lour. 

The concert began on a somewhat disorienting note. 
After a Seemingly interminable period of waiting, when 
Madonna finally emerged with her call to arms, "Hey, New 
jersey! I>> you believe in kwe?" Him was a strangely dis¬ 
junctive feeling that 3 was not actually standing just several 
hunched fat away from die goddess hmdf Because I had 
wsiiched this exact scene played out on MTV in many previ¬ 


ous concent because I knew precisely what her costumes 
and sets looked like, because 1 was forced, to consult ihe 
giant video screen due to my alternately adherent and pro¬ 
hibitive stage-side v^nugc point, I fdc as if I was back at the 
Madonna control-center, sitting on my roommate^ fUihy sofa. 
The confusion was only exacerbated by the aforemoittoned 
video screen, which offered complex, MTY-siyie Cuts, fades 
and dissolves, as opposed lo ihe traditionally straightforward 
lock-caoceri fire one expeas from other sftists- The effect 
was not unlike watching a movie with subtitles, where it 
takes a few minutes to COOrdbmte yow consufiipcioo of the 
image and ihe (ext Into an easily digestible, cohered whole. 

And r in fad, a few minutes were all Madonna needed 
to draw me into her inescapable web of fabutOuSi>ess. As 
many critics have pointed out, the whole concert—Ifi sopgs 
divided into four thematic sets—is flawlessly mechanized 
and corrf>ii[eTiked h with elaborate set and costume changes 
occurring with such speed and efficiency that the theater 
Analogy becomes ever mote apt. Tt is also Iruc that every 
aspect of the production, down io the smallesi detail and 
apparent ad-lib, is planned and rehearsed so thoroughly that 
there is no possibility for deviation from the highly pro¬ 
duced program. When Madonna comes Out fof her final 
encore, there's no question that she will sing “Keep It 
Together." When Madonna addresses the audience directly, 
thm'i no question chai what she says has been preor¬ 
dained. But while this has led certain critics 10 fruit Ihe con¬ 
cert for being devoid of ihe spomaniety that makes a live

Company, came up with the idea after a friend, the sculptor 
Ronald Williams, died from AlDS-related eompltcsiiom last 
year. ZuikowskL was bequeathed ;l large number of sculptures 
that had nevtT been properly displayed, and (Mead of txgi- 
nizing a show around Williams' work, he decided that it was 
fcmporuni to Hidude as many ardshc responses to AIDS ns pos¬ 
sible. This tame Olk of Zyjkowski's bdief dial arttsts with AIDS 
woe not receiving adequate support irt the commercial art 
world, and that there should be a permanent home Of series 
of ongoing exhibits for the work. 

"Ed wanted to make sure that (he work of anises with 
AIDS didn't get thrown in the bash,' said jerry Samai, a

Bot lew 
than a week before the show opened. Zujkowslri—fl]ready 
blind In his left eye from an AIDS-related Infection—lost 
the Sight In his right One, On the day the show Opened, he 
was in a California hospital with the fate of Ids vision in 
doubt. Vet what is certain, as Sumac pointed out. is that his 
'will and determination and Inspiration are what are 
responsible for this show."

One of the main advantages of using Sec- 
lien SlO, on the other hand, is ihat ert>- 
ployees can cake their cases directly to 
the federal court system wfiere they may 
get a speedier and betler-inft™^ hear¬ 
ing of their case. This varies from place to 
plaoe, however. In New York City, the 
availability of an ^ggre^tve AIDS unit at 
the City Human Rights Commission and a 
growing hqdy of good precedenis in die 
trial courts probably dictates first resort to 
disability law for those encountering 
AIDS dtoiminatlori. 

Fourth Amtndmorrt Protection 

When it comes to employee-resting 
policies, public sector workers may have 
an additional inr^onani source of protec¬ 
tion: the United States Constitution's 
Fourth Amendment prohibition on un¬ 
reasonable searches and seizures. Most 
of the attention on public-employee test¬ 
ing and The Fourth Amendment has fo¬ 
cused on drug testing, but there has 
been at least one significant case in 
which a federal circuit appeals court 
ruled that a state-opera led mental-health 
facility had violated the constitution by 
requiring all applicants and employees to 
take an HTV-antibody res. The Supreme 
Court refused to review the case, leaving 
a powerful precedent standing. Of 
course, in the govern mental context 
them are nobble exceptions to this rul¬ 
ing, as federal courts have upheld HTV 
testing by the military and the State De¬ 
partment's foreign sendee. The constitu¬ 
tional theory is available, bowcvcr h to the 
vast majority of civilian government em¬ 
ployees J as a safeguajd against intrusive 
crnf4o>'ee-testipg policies. 

Finally, a brief mention of union 
contract protections is appropriate About 
15 percent of the civilian work force na¬ 
tionwide is covered by such contracts, 
which usually limit employer discretion 
to discharge or discipline employees. 
When disputes arise about such employ¬ 
er actions, they are resolved through a 
joint union-company grievance proce¬ 
dure. Unresolved grievance are noamally 
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referred to a neutral arbitrator. 

The handful of published arbitra¬ 
tion decisions on AIDS issues indicates 
that labor arbitrators do no! consider 
HIV infection Or an AIDS diagnosis, 
standing alone, as justification fur em¬ 
ployment termination. From an early 
point in ihe epidemic, arbitrators have 
required employers CO make rational 
decisions in confronting AIDS issues 
and tq follow normal procedural safe¬ 
guards for employee rights. Employees 
who encounter HIV-related discrimina¬ 
tion in a union shop should take their 
complaints to the union right away, 
since the union is under a statutory 
obligation to provide fair representation 
to all employees In die bargaining unit, 
and many unions liave undertaken their 
own AIDS education programs to sensi¬ 
tize staff to these Issues. A union 
grievance procedure may provide a 
faster resolution to the problem than 
any government agency at court.

performance so special, the truth Ls 
that Madonna saianages to overcome 
the precision of the show with her 
huge presence—a presence that 
emanates from her Light, da basted ike 
body and envetope# the entire arena. 
She projects an energy tevd SO ifiDeme 
that the essential tutlien^performer 
bond was stronger than ifl any Other 
concert I have ever attended. This cer¬ 
tainly was not Memorex. 

The show i?, of course, highly 
visual and stylized, with imagery and 
choreography borrowed cither directly 
Ot in part from Madonna^ own videos. 
Since she has buifr bar success on [he 
strength, of those videos—^exploiting 
the medium like no other periofmer— 
the connection is only natural. Star sib¬ 
ling Christopher Ckconc, the New 
York ajtist who art-directed the show 
("New York an is who an-direaed the 
show"? Elmmra...), has done quite a 
remarkable jo b in priding sets that, 
although quite complex, read dearly 
from all vantage points and deliver the 
EteCcSSary visual Stimuli that Madonna 
fans have come to expect. 

For the first Mt of SOngS* com¬ 
prised uf hve Madonna dance/party 
standards, the elaborate stage set takes 
its cue from the 'Express Yourself 
video: Madonna appropriating 

Madonna appropriating Fritz Ung. 
Supported by her crew of male 
dancers—a veritable International 
Matestrom of delectable culies—and 
her two ubiquitous backup kittens, 
Madonna bumps; grinds, sodomites 
and kicks her way through The open¬ 
ing numbers. During “Causing a Com¬ 
motion," she enters into a mock bzule 
of the razor-sharp tits with her female 
backups, smacking them around, 
asserting her malc-LdemUied domi¬ 
nance ('Stop slobbering all over me^ 
and generally carrying on like a 
Gorgeous Lady (or Lezzy> of 
Wteslhng. After dispatching the gals 
handily, she moves on lo “Where’s the 
Party" and eventually gets to her much 
baJlyhoocd, Middle Eastern-style ren¬ 
dition of “Like a Virgin." On an 
upraised bed of red velvet and gold 
brocade, attended by two men in 
Gaultier torpedo bras. Madonna works 
herself into an apoplectic frt of sexual 
frenzy, furiously grabbing her much- 


beleaguered crotch. For the apace of 
that song, she is Robocunt. 

For the second round of dirties— 
Madonna's Catholic see—the stage's 
massive, grinding gears are replaced 
(seemingly without human interven¬ 
tion) with bonks of votive candies a 
row of tremendous Corinthian 
columns and a looming cross. She 
begins die set by performing ‘"Like a 
Prayer' under a stained’gJiM version 
of another well-known Madonna. 
More bawdiness ensues when a 
priest father/lovcr figure in a black 
robe arrives on the scene with a 
smoking censer far “Oh Father"; so 
taken is our Madonna by the new¬ 
comer’s presence that she feels com¬ 
pelled to fork off the chain bearing 
the incense burner and to initiate a 
hyperKAual pas de deuK- Not Just 
where you hump and grind it p Indeed. 

Catholic guilt segues Into 
Hollywood lilt as both performer and 
stage set wansfomt themselves for the 
'Dick Tracy' plug-away segment. Rising 
to the raigc atop a grand piano, grand 
Madonna delivers a throaty* emotive 
and downright soulful rendition of 
Stephen Sondheim's “Sooner or Later." It 
is important Co note that she actually 
sings every last note of "Sooner Or 
Later*—one of the toughest songs on 
the evening's program—without re¬ 
course to lip-synching or even pre¬ 
recorded backup vocals. Rut this Ls 
the set ifi which Madonna strikes back 
at her critics on a number of points, 
with comments Like "Lots of people 
make records who cant sang, rig)HT and 
"What's a girl got 10 do (0 gel a mead 
played in this lawn?" Gening back to 
the lip-synching issue* she announces: 
“Let’s do something really nasty P Let's 
lip-synch," before doing precisely that 
for "INJow I'm Following You " This was 
one of my favwre portk™of the show. 
As Madonna twirls around the stage 
merrily* a legion of Dick Tiacys wearing 
only loosely belted yellow trench CQ04$ 
and bfadt daw belts pair ofl" lctgeihn- 
fur some bdlroom^nciqg action and 
then form a htgh-s&eppfog chorus line. 
Cearly F these girls are 00 Kongers to 
throwing ihelr in (he air. 

For the final set, It’S back to the 
jolly daoce/parfy numbers, with a 
camp version of ‘Material Giri F set in a 
Brooklyn beauty parlor and a rendi-

lion of ■Holiday' That truly locks the 
house. She also gives a kick-ass per¬ 
formance of “Vogue,* which Is set 
against a hugje painted backdrop that 
looked* ai least from my admittedly 
skewed vantage point. Like a cross 
between the work of '20s Deco-era 
artist Tamara de LempiCka and 70s 
Norman Lear-rrJ artist J. J. Evans from 
Crood Times, The whole extravagant 
climaxes with an elaborately chore¬ 
ographed Bob Possian version of 
“Keep It Together,^ ultimately ending 
with Madonna alone on stage, without 
musical backup, charging the audi¬ 
ence lo, well, keep it together. I 
notated a Teenage girl several vows In 
front Of me taking a snapshot of the 
video screen at that moment, despite 
the fact that we had a perfectly dear 
view of Madonna—a strange case of 
the privileging cf the simulation over 
the reality, but that's jusL Madonna in 
the age of mechanical reproduction, 

As for the risque factor of the ctsn- 
cert, many critics have tended to be 
rather blase about Madonna '$ sexually 
explicit, gender-bending antics proba¬ 
bly’ as a backbish the hype sur¬ 

rounding her various, well-publicized 
controversies. The concert altendees, 
however, were made noticeably uncom¬ 
fortable, particularly by ihc overt acts of 
homoeroiicism. Wien* for Instance, 
Madonna identifies her male dancers as 
gay ("You see these guys. They want to 
look like me, dies tike me. be around 
me. But they don) want me"), the point 
is liardly lost It is pfoUibly fruitiess CO
